Moscow, Sept. 23 (AP)—A new 


racial policy, dividing (the vaguely 
denned 
Nordic race into 
"full- 


valued" and "devalued" elements 
has been outlined by Adolf Hitler, 
the official Soviet news agency Tass 
reported today in dispatches from 
Stockholm. 


The division into first class and 


second class Nordics has become 
necessary because Nordics living on 
the -periphery of Germany have al- 
lowed themselves to become debased 
by inferior foreign elements, Tass 
asserted, quoting a curious secret 
document which it said had been 
circulate'd among German authori- 
ties in the occupied Scandinavian 
countries and The Netherlands. 


The failure of Nordics who live on 


the "contaminated periphery of the 
German racial center'' to resist ef- 
fectively "the decline of their racial 
standards" establishes their unfit- 
ness to be classed as Nordics of the 
first order, the document said.

Cairo. Sept. 23 (AP)—Daring British desert patrol raids 


500 miles behind the Axis' Egyptian line on three vital enemy 
points—the big supply port of Bengasi, the nearby coastal 
airbase site of Barce and the outpost garrison at the Gialo 
oasis deep in the desert—were disclosed by the British com- 
mand today. 


.Announcement of the most spectacular large-scale land 


raiding in the whole war on the Mediterranean front, in 
which the British said heavy blows were dealt enemy forces, 
supplies and planes, came only after the Italians yesterday 
had acknowledged a six-day battle at the Gialo oasis. 


Gialo. a remote outpost about 2J5 


miles due south of Bengasi and 500 
miles southwest of the El Alamein- 
Qattara battle line in Egypt, was at- 
tacked on the night of September 
15. 


ratros Return to Bases 


Bengasi and Barce were attacked 


two nights before—the same night 
as the big commando raid on To- 
bruk, some 220 miles to the east of 
Bengasi. 


Tile communique said the British 


desert patrols which carried out the 
raids now have arrived back at their 
bases. It listed these accompiish- 
ments: 


At Gialo—"Considerable casual- 


ties" inflicted on the enemy gar- 
rison and dumps of ammunition and 
supplies destroyed by artillery fire. 


At Bengasi and Barce—more than 


30 aircraft damaged or destroyed on 
the ground and several others "shot 
down while attacking our troops"; 
heavy casualties inflicted on "enemy 
personnel and motor transport." 


The disclosure of these rapid-fire 


land patrol operations showed that 
even the land-sea-air raid on To- 
bruk the night of September 13 was 
only one phase of a series of sweep- 
in incursions into enemy territory 
far west of the El Alamein line.

ANGLERS TOLD 
FLEA BRINGING 


LARGER BASS 


Harrisburg, Sept. 22 
(AP)—If 


there's a bigger and better catch 
of bass waiting anglers in Pennsyl- 
vania lakes and ponds next year, 
credit the tiny flea. 


For the first time in the history 


of the state—and probably the na- 
tion—shipments of the acquatic ver- 
sion of the flea are being sent with 
bass for stocking purposes. 


"This innovation should give us 


the greatest supply of bass we've 
ever had." C. A. French, commis- 
sioner of Fisheries, said today. 


The flea—actually it's a water bug 


the size of a pin head called daph- 
nia—is a natural food for baby bass. 
It causes the fish to grow—and to 
greater sizes in less time. 


"Practically all the lakes we stock 


with bass will be supplied 
with 


daphnae," French said. 


The commission's second annual 


bass-stocking program now is un- 
derway. 
Distribution is limited to

bodies of water already containing 
bass and having an area of 40 acres 
or more. 


Just as the bass for stocking are 


developed in the state hatcheries, so 
is the daphnia cultured by commis- 
sion experts. 


"Growing daphnae is a 
difficult 


process," French commented. 
"Our 


men seem to have conquered it, 
however, since we've been produc- 
ing about eight bushels a day while 
previously the average was about 
three quarts per day." 


Bass for the state-wide stocking 


program is cultured in hatcheries at 
Union City, Corry. Bellefonte, Tio- 
nesta. Reynoldsdale and Pleasant 
Mount.

Social Security, liquor and income 
levies accounted 
for about two- 


thirds of the $681,667,158.10 tax bill 
collected by the international reve- 
nue bureau during August, the 
Treasury department reported to- 
day. 


The total figure represented a flat 


increase of $207,296,183.37 over the 
collections for August. 1941. 


Although Social Security topped 


the entire list in total dollar volume, 
followed by the liquor levy, it was 
the income tax take which showed 
the biggest increase. of the three 
over 
the 
previous 
August—more 


than doubling the 1941 figure. 


Cigarette taxes continued to yield 


heavily, bringing in some ten mil- 
lion dollars more than in August 
last year. 


Leading the new wartime levies 


which had no figure to report a year 
ago was the automobile use tax— 
that little pink sticker on your 
windshield—which 
netted 
more 


than $13,000,000 of new revenue for 
the month. 


At the same time, autos. trucks, 


motorcycles and various automotive 
appliances continued to .show the 
effects of rationing in sharp tax de- 
creases, as did the gasoline tax 
which dropped nearly $10,000.000 
under the 1941 figure. 


Despite the general and total in- 


crease in collections, the wartime 
shortages in many taxable commodi- 
ties were plainly discernable in the 
fact that nearly one-third of the 
list of individual sources of revenue 
reported decreases. However, these 
T^rere more than met by the new 
revenues and by increases in old 
taxes.

Every civilian, too, the Legion 


demanded, must be assigned an im- 
mediate wartime role. There must 
be immediate legislation to con- 
script capital, labor, industry and 
agriculture, as well as men for the 
armed forces, the convention de- 
clared.

Washington, Sept. 23 (AP)-The 


republican 
delegation

House, holding, that "no party, class 
or section has a corner on patriot- 
ism or ability." stood pledged today 
to fight for a decisive victory in the 
war, 
and to recognize this country's 


"obligation" to help maintain peace 
through a world undertsanding and 
cooperative spirit. 


A ten-point program of policies 


and principles—in effect, a platform 
to cany the party's bid for in- 
creased representation in Congress 
after the fall elections—was adopted 
at an extraordinary conference of 
House republicans last night. 


It linked with its stand on war 


policy, one which opposed any at=~ 
tempts to negotiate peace, a demand 
for "full and immediate utilization 
ibv the President of the most ca- 
pable and 
efficient military and 


civilian leadership." 


Promise Support 


In the declaration, the repre- 


sentatives said that the "republican 
party has given and will continue 
;o give the President loyal, whole- 
hearted and patriotic support in the 
war." 


That assurance was followed im- 


mediately by the assertion: 


"The President should not permit 


himself to be deterred from the re- 
sponsibility which is his by those 
forces and influences which persist 
in continuing so-called social and 
governmental reforms at the ex- 
pense of the war effort." 


Minority leader Martin of Massa- 


chusetts said the vote for adoption 
was "almost unanimous." The reso- 
utions were drafted by a five mem- 
ber committee, composed of Repre- 
sentatives Hope, of Kahsas; Wig- 
glesworth, of Massachusetts;

They even went so far 
on one occasion as to offer to tear 
down the building themselves. The 
Student Council took official action 
and made formal inquiry as to what 
could be done with the building:. 


Served no Purpose 


For the past several years the Old 


Gym began to show pained marks 
of neglect. Thc building served no 
practical use aside from being used 
as a general repository and dumping 
ground for assorted odds and ends 
of maintenance equipment, sundry 
other articles and junk in general i 


muck and mud. At that time the 
Tiber was called Stevens Run m 
honor of Thaddeus Stevens 
the 


politician', philanthropist and edu- 
cator who helped establish the col- 
lege. They dug the foundation be- 
tween classes and in the evening. 


1 They did all kinds of construction 
work. The edifice was a shining ex- 
ample of student spirit and perse- 
verance of the era. 


Cornerstone Ceremony 


The laying of the cornerstone in 


1846 was an elaborate ceremony ac- 
companied 
with impressive 
and 


lengthy orations. 
Eventually the 


college had to bear part of the ex- 
pense of the building, but as the 
speaker at the dedication pointed 
out. "The occasion of this dedication 
forms an interesting event in the 
history of American colleges. . . .

During the follow- 
ing years the building was used for 
diversified purposes including service 
as a locale for commencement ex- 
ercises, dances, athletic contests and 
many other far ranging events and 
functions. The building served in 
this versatile capacity until the erec- 
tion of the Eddie Plank Gym in 
1927. 
Since that time little care or 


repair have been given the Old Gym 
and natural wear and tear of the 
years has made the place a detri- 
ment to the beauty of the campus. 


But in 1942 this antiquarian struc- 


ture which has served so well from 
the era of the handlebar mustache 
through the raccoon coat age now 
meets its ignominious end in the day 
of co-eds in abbreviated skirts and 
slacks. 


And since the end has come to 


this building which holds many fond 
memories for so many Gettysburg- 
ians, the accumulation of junk will 
be moved elsewhere, the 
prolific 


families of pigeons and squirrels 
now inhabiting the place will be 
forced to other quarters, the Phi 
Psi's will no longer have their view 
-of central rampns obstructed, the 
Mercury will'be forced to drop its 
demolition 
campaign, destructive

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Pennsylvania Colleges Will Play Important Role For Duration Of War 


NEW COURSES 
ADOPTED FOR 
POST-WAR ERA 


Minneapolis, Sept. 23—Thirty-two 


Pennsylvania schools except fewer 
men, but the same number of 
women students this autumn as a 
year ago, declared E. E, Crabb. 
president of Investors Syndicate, 
here today, after telling about the 
record number of new courses to be 
given on Keystone campuses this 
fall, and the patriotic contribu- 
tions of Pennsylvania educational 
institutions to the nation's war ef- 
forts. 


"Twenty Pennsylvania colleges lost 


an average of ten per cent of their 
prospective June, 1942 male gradu- 
ates before Commencement because 
they joined the colors. A fifth of 
the men from State Teachers Col- 
lege at Lock Haven quit for this 
reason. 


Military Careers 


"Early military careers were an- 


ticipated by a third of the June grad- 
uates from twenty-three universi- 
ties, with the State Teachers Col- 
leges at Clarion and Kutztown ex- 
pecting all and 95 per cent, respec- 
tively, of their men to join the arm- 
ed forces. Eighteen colleges esti- 
mated 26 per cent of their recent 
men graduates would enter war in- 
dustries, with University of Scran- 
ton stating 70 per cent of its men, 
and Lehigh University, engineering 
division, 67 per cent of its men, 
would accept such positions. Fifteen 
faculties felt that 16.5 per cent of 
their June male graduates would 
take Indirect war jobs, such as 
teaching. 


"A fifth of the recent women 


graduates from sixteen Pennsyl- 
vania institutions were considering 
war industries employment, mostly 
clerical and stenographic, with half 
of the graduates from Pennsylvania 
College for Women, Pittsburgh, and 
forty per cent of those from Mora- 
vian'College for "Women, Bethlehem, 
planning such careers. 
Twenty 


schools said 55 per cent of their 
June women graduates would take 
non-war employment, chiefly teach- 
ing, with all graduates from State 
Teachers College, Edinboro, and 98 
per cent of those from Drexel Insti- 
tute, home economics division, ac- 
cepting non-war positions. 


"Nearly a fourth of the war in- 


dustries demands for recent men 
graduates were filled by ten colleges, 
with Grove City College satisfying 
half of such calls. About a third 
of the non-war industry requests 
were met by fourteen schools, with 
State Teachers College at East 
Stroudsburg caring for seven-tenths 
of such demands. Twelve faculties 
announced 30 per cent of the re- 
quests from war industries for re- 
cent women graduates were cared 
for. College of Chestnut Hill, Phila- 
delphia, and Westminster College, 
New Wilmington, each meeting half 
of their demands. Twenty institu- 
tions-reported 62 per cent of the 
requests from non-war industries 
were met, with Cedar Crest College 
for Women, Allentown, filling 95 per 
cent of such calls."

surance, 
merchandising,

social work, medicine, medical tech- 
nology, hospital laboratory techni- 
cians, nursing, home economics, min- 
istry and the law, in order mention- 
ed, are offering to recent graduates 
the most non-war employment op- 
portunities.

jobs.

Venus has competitors and 


the field is crammed with pro- 
fessional jealousy. Her chief 
competitor is a Russianized 
man whose father is Italian, 
his mother French.
